Japan Expresses Gratitude. 

A touching expression of gratitude 
for the sympathy*and assistance of the 
United States in the Japanese disaster 
was communicated today by Count 
Yamamoto, premier of Japan, on be- 
haj? of the Japanese people to the 
American government. The message 
was transmitted to the state depart- 
ment by Masnao Hanihara, imperial 
ambassador here. It reads in part: 

‘“ At a time when Japan was making 
her best endeavors to follow the let- 
ter and spirit of the Versailles treaty 
aié] the Washington treaties, which we 
believe have laid the foundation of 
world peace and will greatly promote 
human welfare, the empire was vis- 
ited by a most appalling disaster, in 
which’ all the elements combined. 

“In this hour of deep grief and anx- 
iety, felt“alike by the emperor and 
all his subjects, the President of the 
United States issued a proclamation 
urging the American people to come 
to the aid of the stricken people of 
Japan and designating the American 
Red Cross to administer the relief 
work. Then the commander of the 
American Asiatic fleet lost no time in 
dispatching the ships under his com- 
mand to the scene of the disaster and 
offered the services of the entire fleet 
for the immediate relief of the suf- 
ferers. 


Creates Profound Impression, 


“The report of these spontaneous 
and prompt. measures, taken by the 
President, the government and the 
people of the United States, is creating 
a profound impression in the grateful 
hearts of suffering Japan. 

“With these facts in mind, I desire 
to express in the name of the Japanese 
government their most heartfelt 
thanks to the American government 
and at the same time to convey to the } 
President and people of the United 
States the deep sense of gratitude of 
my sovereign and of the entire nation 
of Japan for this noble manifestation 
ef a sincere and generous sympathy. 
I am happy in believing that this 
precious gift 6f@ the American sympa- 
thy in the hour of greatest trial for 
the Japanesé nation cannot but serve 
the peace of the world, in drawing 
still closer the bond of friendship and

Other important contributing causes 
relate to the amount of pollen in the air. 
They are: Number of the weeds, state of 
flowering ; location of the weeds; amount 
and speed of the wind and amount and 
character of rainfall. The weeds begin 
to flower at about a given date, though 
in some seasons they flower earlier than 
in others. None but the most highly sen- 
sitized suffer until the flowering has 
reached its height, which is not until 
about two weeks later. The weeds con- 
tinue flowering until stopped by the cool 
weather.

The velocity of the wind and its con- 
tinuance are important factors in the 
spread of even so light a pollen as that 
of ragweed. In a place situated on a 
large body of water and with weeds in 
only one, or in a few directions, the 
direction of the wind is an important 
factor in developing the disease. Rain is 
an effective cleanser of the air. A vio- 
lent rainstorm will wash the air free of 
pollen. A dry season will be one with a 
high pollen content of the air and, there- 
fore, a bad hay fever year. 

These observations are all based on 
counts of pollen in standard quantities 
of air, Observations of flowering of rag- 
weed, of the direction and force of the 
wind, of rainfall, and of onset of cases 
of hay fever, as they register at the hay 
fever clinic. How can a man use these 
facts to protect himself against hay 
fever? He can discover what pollen 
causes his trouble and about the dosage 
of the air with pollen réquiréd to make 
him sick. If he wants to go to a resort

PREVENTING SUNBURN, 

D. T. writes: “ Won't you please write 
something in detail about sunburn? I'm 
just getting over an awful burn. Finally, 
when big blisters came, I got a prescrip- 
tion from my doctor: Lime water, car- 
bolic acid, zinc oxide, and some other in- 
gredients. 

“Can anything efficacious be used be- 
foré éxposure to prevent sunburn, or, 
rather, to keep it in check? 

“And what is best to use afterwards? 
I tried vinegar, bicarbonate of soda, 
carron ofl, and other things.”

Grease your skin with cocoa butter just 
before each exposure. Be liberal. Grease 
again after each exposure. : 

If the skin is considerably irritated, tse 
soda. If the irritation is more troublesome, 
use a sterilized carron oil. Carron is a sloppy 
mixture of lime water and oil. It needs to 
be fresh and sterile.

A 
biting wind, carrying the breath of fall, 
swept off Saratoga lake, causing the 
500 spectators in the canwas walled 
arena to shiver although many were 
wrapped in sweaters and overcoats. 

The champion faced a brace of new 
sparring partners today—-George West, 
a British 167 pounder, and Frank Lau- 
reat, a welterweight of Troy, N. Y., in 
addition to Jack Burke, the light 
heavyweight, and Alex Trambitis, a 
middleweight. 

Burke On the Run. 

Burke, taking his turn against the 
champion for the first time in a week, 
virtually was in full flight for two 
rounds. Dempsey tore after him from 
the start.

Court Lets Big Fight Go On 


New York, Sept. 10.—With the re- 
moval today of all legal obstacles that 
have beset the path of the Jack Demp- 
Sey-Luis: Firpo heavyweight title 
match, work was rushed ahead vn the 
addition to the Polo Grounds arena. 

The threatened legal entanglements 
were brushed aside in Supreme court 
when Justice Hagarty denied the ap- 
plication of Harry Wills, Negro chal- 
lenger, for a temporary injunction 
against the championship struggle. 
Wills charged that he had been un- 
justly discriminated against by the 
state athletic commission and that his 
challenge to Dempsey more than a 
year ago had been ignored, but the 
court ruled that he had put forward 
no basis for interference with the 
forthcoming bout. : : 

Wills alleged that a contract he 
signed with Dempsey shortly after fil- 
ing his challenge gave him a prior 
right to oppose the champion, but the 
cotrt pointed oft that this agreement 
left either principal free to engage any 
other opponents in the meantime. 

What Wills “Wished, 

Wills, in presenting his case last 
Friday, had asked that the Dempsey- 
Firpo lieense be revoked, that one be 
issued for a bout between himself and 
Dempsey, and that, in event of Demp- 
sey’s refusal to accept such an ar. 


rangement, the heavyweight title be de- 
clared forfeited to the Negro. 

The proximity of the title struggle 
today found an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the critics of the opinion 
that Dempsey would quickly end 
Firpo’s title aspirations and win by a 
knockout. But in spite of the con- 
sensus in favor of the titleholder, ex- 
perts have; shown a growing tendency 
to recognize the danger in the South 
American’s remarkable strength, his 
staraina and the devastating power be- 
hind his right hand punch. Dempsey’s 
superior speed and generalship and | 
his acknowledged hitting power were | 
the factors regarded as likely to turn 
the scales in the Américan’s favor. 

Will Test Jack’s Mettle. 

Even the most ardent Dempsey 
backers, however, look upon Firpo as 
by far the most dangerous antagonist 
the champion has been called on to 
face since he won the title from Jess 
Willard. 

Fans crowded the approaches to 
ticket cffices at Madison Square Gar- 
den today. It was announced that the 
cheaper reserved sections had been sold 
out. There seemed little doubt that 
Promoter Rickard’s estimate of an at- 
tendance in excess of 80,000 and a 
total “gate” of $1,250,000 would be 
fulfilled. 


Willard Says the Wild Bull Is No 
Set Up, and Big Jess Ought to Know 


New York, Sept. 10.—([Special.]— 
Far from being a setup for Jack Demp- 
sey, Friday night’s heavyweight title 
battle is a tossup*between the cham- 
pion and the challenger, Luis Angel 
Firpo of Buenos Aires, according to 
Jess Willard, who lost his heavyweight 
title to Dempsey at Toledo in the sum- 
mer of 1919 and who, in attempting a 
comeback a few monthse ago, was 
stopped by the Argentinian. The big 
Kansas farmer arrived in town this 
morning for the fight. 

“Eirpo is far more dangerous,” said 
Willard, “than most fans give him 
credit for being.
